TUe War Department has made 
public a statement ot the trade ot the 
Uuited States and all her colonies un- 
der military control, and with Cuba 
as well, lor seven mouths of 189b end- 
ing July 31, making comparison with 
the year 1898. 

The exports of the United States to 
Cuba for the seven mouths wore $14,- 
116,093 in 1899. against $4,485,937 in 
1898. Imports luto the United States 
from Cuba for the same period were 
$19,976,9' 6 in 1890, against $12,474,- 
770 iu 1898. Exports from the Uuited 
States to Porto Rico for the seven 
months were $2,299,221 iu 1899,a K aiii8t 
$56,110 in 1898. Imports into the 
Uuited States from Porto Rico during 
the same time were $3,379,944 iu 1899. 
against $2,253,800 in 1898. Expoits 
from the United States to the Philip- 
pine Islands trom January 1 to July 
31 were $386,100 in 1899, against *6V 
736 in 1898. Imports into the Uuited 
States trom the Philippines tor the 
same period were $3,274,134 in 1899, 
against $2,238,877 in 1898. I'he trade 
of the Uuited states with the various 
islands when slated by mouths shows 
the marvelous growth of our com-

Bttarii, »vlu recently died »t his home 
in tliU city at t he advanced age of 
niuetv-tour years, wan nude a part ol 
til* Appellate Couit record. It was 
nrepa. rd by a special committee of 
the b*r nelect.ni by Chief Juhiice Ila- 
■/. Irigg and composed of Senator Wil- 
liam Modsay. Judge William H. 
]I ,lt and Attorneva Frank P. Straus 
and W. (i. Bullitt. It U as follows- 
"Judge Belvard January Peters w»s 
born in F*uquier county, V«., Novcm- 
ber 3, 1805 He died in Montgomery 
couuti , Kv. ; September 18, 1899, ai 
lie advanced age of nearly ninety-four 
yen-. 

"Ilia ancestry, Scotch upon tho oue 
side and English upon the other, were 
distinguished both in the old and this 
country for their public services and 
| virtues. He was educated first In the 
'common schools of Woodford county, 
Ky., then as a pupil of Dr. Lawis Mar- 
ahall, a brother of Chief Justice John 
Marshall, and finally graduated with 
houor from -the Transylvania Univer- 
sity at Lexington. Ky., iu 1825. He 
rjad law under Chief Justico John 
Boyle, and wan amitted to the bar iu 
1827. Ho began nil professional life 
at Owingsville. whore he lived until 
1834, when he moved to Mt. Sterling 
where he resided until his death. He 
was County Attorney, first of Bath 
and then of Montgomery county ; alao 
County Clerk ; member of the Legis- 
lature, and for sixteen years a Judge 
of the Court of Appeals, being twice 
its Chief Justice. We believe he was 
at his death tho oldest representative 
olthe bar of Kentucky.

OCCUPATIONS OF THE BLIND. 

Tasks for Which Most People Would 
Think Sight Was Necessary. 

Blind people are often found in 
walks of life where least expected, 
and some of their performances are 
really wonderful. Who would think, 
for instance, that one so afflicted 
could follow successfully the occupa- 
tion of an optician, and yet some 
years ago a man in Scotlund did a 
good business in that capacity, lie 
could grind and polish lenses with 
the greatest accuracy, and fit them 
with n precision truly wonderful; 
and it is indeed truly remarkable, 
when one contemplates the perform- 
ance, that a blind man should be capa- 
ble of selecting a pair of spectacles 
to meet the needs of another pertOO 
whose eyesight was only a little de- 
fective. 

Last year, too, a blind postman re- 
tired after 30 years' service, and this 
is another of the positions which one 
w ould not expect a blind man to oc- 
cupy. Every morning, accompanied 
dog, he carried the letters from 
the subpost office at Terrington St. 
John to the St. John's Ken End and 
Tilncy Fen End. two Norfolk vil- 
lages; and, in addition to his postal 
duties, he was an adept at carpentry 
ind several other occupations. He is 
also credited with building a kind of 
tricycle, but he had the assistance of 
a local blacksmith in this undertak- 
ing. The Rowland. Hill fund made 
him a grant of five pounds on his re- 
tirement, as a recognition of his 
"long and faithful service." 

Another man, who was left blind 
by an illness at 25 years of age, sub- 
sequently became a traveler, and his 
exploits in this direction are truly 
marvelous. He traveled through sev- 
eral countries on the continent, and 
afterwards published a very lively 
description of the various countries 
| he had passed through. Later on he 
i undertook a trip round the world, 
nd, as he traversed Asia, Africa,
